The  Institute  of  Chemistry  was  founded  in  October   1877,  and 
was  at  fii-st  incorporated  under  the  Companies'  Acts. 

In  June,  1885,  the  Institute  was  Incorporated  by  Royal 
Charter  for  the  following  purposes,  viz.  : — 

To  promote  the  better  education  of  persons  desirous  of 
qualifying  themselves  to  be  public  and  technical 
analysts  and  chemical  advisers  on  scientific  subjects. 

To  examine  candidates,  and  to  gi-aut  certificates  of  com- 
petency. 

To  elevate  the  profession  of  Consulting  and  Analytical 
Chemistry,  by  setting  up  a  high  standard  of  scientific 
and  practical  proficiency  and  by  requiring  on  the 
part  of  its  Members  the  observance  of  strict  rules 
in  regard  to  professional  conduct. 

No  person  is  qualified  to  become  an  Associate  of  the  Institute 
until  he  has  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  unless  he 
has  passed  a  Preliminary  Examination  in  subjects  of  general 
education,  and  has  completed  a  course  of  at  least  three  years' 
study  of  Theoretical  and  Analytical  Chemistry,  Physics,  and 
Elementary  Mathematics,  and  has  passed  such  examinations  in 
the  several  subjects  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Council.  {Yny  full 
particulars  see  page  12.) 

In  order  to  become  eligible  for  the  Fellowship,  an  Associate 
is  required  to  have  been  continuously  engaged  for  a  further 
term  of  three  years  in  th*;  study  and  practic.il  work  of  Apjdied 
Chemistry  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Council. 


Except  in  certain  special  cases  provided  for  by  the  Charter, 
no  person  is  ehgible  for  the  Fellowship  who  has  not  passed 
through  the  grade  of  Associate.  Election  to  the  Fellowship 
without  Examination  is  granted  only  to  such  Candidates  as  can 
clearly  show  that  they  have  been  trained  and  occupied  in  a 
manner  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  is  equivalent  to 
fulfilling  the  Regulations  for  admission  to  the  Membership,  and 
that  they  have  achieved  a  high  scientific  position. 

The  Certificates  granted  by  the  Institute  are  renewed  annually, 
thereby  differing  from  the  degrees  granted  by  Universities  and 
other  similar  bodies,  inasmuch  as  Membei'ship  of  the  Institute 
is  liable  to  be  forfeited  in  the  event  of  the  Member  l)eing  guilty 
of  uuprofessional  conduct,  or  for  other  reasons  mentioned  in 
Clause  1(5  of  the  Charter. 

The  initials  "F.l.C,"  which  every  Fellow  of  the  lustitnte  of 
Chemistry  is  entitled  to  use,  indicate,  therefore,  not  only  a  sound 
scientific  training,  but  practical  experience,  aud  general  trust- 
worthiness in  all  that  relates  to  the  practice  of  his  profession. 


REGULATIONS    FOR   ADMISSION    TO    THE 

MEMBERSHIP   OF  THE   INSTITUTE   PRESCRIBED  BY 

THE  CHARTER  AND  BYE-LAWS. 

Charter  3.  "The  Members  of  the  Institute  shall  be  divided 
into  two  classes  to  be  styled  Fellows  and  Associates. 

Charter  4.  "  The  Council  shall  require  from  every  person 
desiring  to  become  an  Associate  of  the  Institute,  evidence  of 
the  following  qualifications : — 

(1)  "That  he  is  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

(2)  "That  he  has  been  educated  and  trained  in  sucli  manner 

as  the  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 
(8)  "That  he  has  passed  an  Examination  approved  by  the 
Council  in  Chemistry,  Physics  aud  Elementary  Mathe- 
matics, conducted  by  a  recognised  University,  College, 


School  or  Society,  and  has  passed  such  other  Examination 

or  Examinations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Council. 

Charter  5.     "The  Council  shall  require  from  every  Candidate 

for  the  Fellowship  in  cases  where  such  Candidate  has  not  been 

admitted  as  an  Associate,  evidence  of  the  following  qualifications  : 

(1)  '"That  he  is  not  less  than  twenty-four  years  of  age. 

(2)  "  That  he  has  passed  through  a  course  of  three  years' 

training  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council  in  Theoretical 
and  Analytical  Chemistry  and  Physics,  and  has  subse- 
quently been  engaged  for  three  years  either  as  assistant 
to  a  Chemist  of  repute,  or  as  a  Professor  or  Demonstrator 
of    Practical    Chemistry   at    some    known  University, 
College,   or  Medical    School,    or  as  a    Chemist    in   a 
Technical  Industry,  or  has  after  three  year's  training  as 
above,  conducted  and  published  an  original  research  of 
sufficient  merit  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  on  some 
chemical  subject  necessitating  practical  work — or  that 
he  has  been  trained  and  occupied  in  other  ways,  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  are  equivalent  tc  fulfilling 
the  conditions  hereinbefore  contained. 
"  In  cases  where  the  person  applying  for  admission  as  a  Fellow 
has  previously  been  admitted  as  an  Associate  the  Council  shall 
require  of  every  such  person  prouf  that  he  possesses  the  under- 
mentioned quahfications  :  — 

(1)  "  That  he  is  not  less  than  twenty-four  years  of  age. 

(2)  "That  he  has  since  his  admission  as  an  Associate  and 

for  a  period  of  three  years  therefrom  been  continuously 
engaged    in   the   study   and   practical  work  of  applied 
Chemistry  in  a  manner  tliat  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Council.

above  points  satisfiu-tury  Ln  t!ie  ('(luiu-.j  an   exaiiiiiiatiuu  shall   be 

imposed. 


Charter  6.  "  The  Council  shall  decide  whether  any  person 
applying  to  be  admitted  as  a  Fellow  or  an  Associate  has  or  has 
not  fulfilled  such  of  the  Conditions  in  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  Our  Charter  as  are  applicable  in  his  case." 

Bye-law  59.  "  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  objects  thereof,  the  Council 
shall  cause  such  examinations  as  they  may  see  fit  to  be  held,  and 
shall  prepare  and  publish  Rules  to  regulate  such  examinations, 
and  to  define  the  cases  and  circumstances  under  which  the  said 
examinations  shall  severally  apply,  the  periods  at  which  they  shall 
be  held,  the  subjects  which  they  shall  respectively  comprise,  the 
fees,  if  any,  which  shall  be  paid  or  deposited  by  Candidates  in 
respect  of  such  examinations,  and  the  nature  of  the  certificate,  if 
any,  to  be  granted  to  successful  Candidates  ;  and  the  Council 
shall  from  time  to  time  vary  or  rescind  any  of  the  said  Rules  or 
add  thereto,  in  any  such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
think  fit." 

Bye-law  54.  "Every  person,  prior  to  his  admission  as  a 
Fellow  or  Associate,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  a  witness,  make  and 
subscribe  his  name  to  the  following  declaration  : — 

"  I  (A  B),  of 
"  do  solemnly  and  sincerely  declare  that  while  a  Fellow  (or 
"Associate)  of  The  Institute  of  Chemistry,  I  will 
"observe  the  Regulations  thereof.  That  I  will  demean 
"  myself  honourably  in  the  practice  of  my  profession,  and  to 
"  the  utmost  of  my  power  maintain  the  dignity  and  welfare 
"of  the  Institute." 

Bye-law  55.  "  Every  person,  prior  to  his  admission  as  a 
PY'llow  or  Associate,  shall  subscribe  his  name  to  a  copy  of  these 
Bye-laws,  with  a  statement  that  he  has  read  the  same,  in  testimony 
of  his  having  engaged  himself  to  the  observance  thereof,  and 
shall  pay  the  fees  prescribed." 


Council  Regulations. 

1. — lu  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  and 
Bye-Laws  as  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  extracts,  the  Council 
has  made  the  following  Regulations  relating  to  the 
Qualifications  of  Associates  and  Fellows. 

2, — There  are  three  Examinations  for  admission  to  the 
grade  of  Associate,  viz.  : — 

T.  A  preliminary  Examination*  in  subjects  of  General 
Education.  (See  page  9.) 
II.  An  Intermediate  Examination  in  general  Theoretical 
and  Practical  Chemistry.  (Clause  .J,  page  14,  and 
pp.  16-18.) 
III.  A  Final  Examination  in  Practical  Chemistry  of  a  more 
special  character.  (Clause  G  on  page  15,  and 
page  18). 


3.— STUDENTS. 


1.  Bye-law  57.  All  persons  desirous  of  being  placed  on  the 
Register  of  Students  of  the  Institute  shall  be  proposed  by  the 
Member  of  the  Institute  with  whom  they  are  studying,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Council,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
Council  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

•1.  Bye-law  58.  Students  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
Meetings  of  the  Members  of  the  Institute,  but  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  vote  at  such  Meetings. 

?,.  Students  shall  receive,  gratis,  the  "  Proceedings  "  of  the 
Institute  as  they  are  published. 


•  Applicants  for  thf  Stndentship  ninst  pass  this  examination  before  they  can 
be  registered. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  THE    ADMISSION  OF  STUDENTS. 

4««— Every  Candidate  for  the  Studentship  is  required  to 
produce  evidence : — 

1.  That  he  is  not  less  than  17  years  of  age. 

2.  That  he  has  passed  an  approved  prcUminary  examination. 

3.  That  he  is,  at  the  time  of  apphcation,  a  pupil  of  a  Member  of 
the  Institute,  or  at  one  of  the  Universities  or  chartered  or  incor- 
porated Colleges  or  Schools  approved  by  the  Council,  and  is  hona 
fide  in  course  of  preparation   and  training  with  the  object  of 

becoming  engaged  in  the  profession  of  Analytical  and  Consulting 
Chemistry  as  defined  by  the  Charter. 

4.  Tliat  he  has  paid  his  first  Annual  Registratiou  Fee  of 
Five  Shillings.^'' 

5.  The  Annual  Registration  Fee  is  due  on  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year.  Any  Student  who  shall  omit  to  pay  his 
Annual  Registratiou  Fee,  when  due,  sliall,  on  a  Resolution  to 
that  effect  being  passed  by  the  Council,  have  his  name  removed 
from  the  Register. 

(;.  All  Students  of  the  Institute  are  required  to  present  them- 
selves for  Examination  within  the  term  of  five  years  from  the 
date  of  their  admission,  or  their  names  will  be  removed  from  the 
Register,  unless  they  can  give  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Council 
for  an  extension  of  the  time  being  granted. 

7.  Students  registered  before  1st  October,  18'J;5,  will  be  admitted 
to  the  Associateship  (not  the  Fellowship),  and  Associates  on  the 
Register  at  the  same  time  will  be  admitted  to  the  Fellowship, 
under  the  Regulations  which  were  in  force  on  their  admission. 


*Bye-law  67.    Students  shall  pay  such  Annual  Subscription,  not  exceedins?  One 
Guinea,  as  tlio  Council  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe.

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6.— QUALIFICATIONS  OF  ASSOCIATES. 
Every    Candidate    for     the    Associateship     is    required    to 
produce  evidence — 

1.  That  he  is  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age*  [see 
extract,  page  4].  A  certificate  of  birth  or  baptism  as  evidence 
of  age  is  required. 

2.  That  he  has  passed  an  approved  PreUminary  Examination 
(see  page  9)  before  presenting  himself  for  the  Examinations  con- 
ducted by  the  Institute.  He  shall  also  produce  a  satisfactory 
certificate  of  moral  character. 

3.  That  he  has  passed  satisfactorily  through  a  systematic 
course  of  at  least  three  years'  study  in  the  subjects  of  Theoretical 
and  Practical  Chemistry,  Physics  [see  (c)  below]  and  Elementary 
Mathematics  [see  {d)  below]  in  any  one  or  more  of  tlie 
Universities,  or  chartered  or  incorporated  Colleges  or  Schools 
approved  by  the  Council.  Or,  that  during  at  least  two  years  he 
has  been  entered  as  a  Student  of  the  Institute,  and  during  the 
whole  of  this  period  has  regularly  attended  systematic  courses|| 
of  instruction  in  the  said  subjects  at  such  University,  College, 
or  School,  and  that  he  has  also  been  engaged  for  two  other  years 
in  the  Laboratory  of  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute. 

*  Provided  the  Regulations  have  been  complied  with,  Candidates  under  21 
years  of  age  may  enter  for  Examination,  but  cannot  be  elected  to  the  Associateship 
before  attaining  that  age. 

II  Students  Kegistered  under  Members  of  the  Institute  will  be  considered  to 
have  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  College  training  upon 
jiroduciiig  evidence  of  having  attended  the  following  courses  of  instruction  : — 

((/)  The   ordinary  systemulic  courses    of  Lectures  given  by  the  Professor 
in    the    selected   College    on     "Theoretical     Chcmisti-y"    (including 
Inorganic  and  Organic)  during  two  years. 
(//)  For  "Practical  Chemistry,"  Laboratory  Work,    during  two  Academic 

years,  three  days  in  each  week,  and  at  least  five  hours  each  day. 
(()  For  '■  Pliysics."  Attendance  on  at  least  SO  Lectures  on  Physics,  and 
work  in  the  Physical  Laboratory  of  at  least  100  hours  during  the  two 
years. 
(d)  For  "Elementary  Mathematics,"  Euclid,  Books  I.,  II.  and  HI. 
Algebra  to  Quadratic  liquations;  Ratii)  and  Proportion.  Plane 
Trigonometry  to  solutions  of  triaiiglos  ;  hoiglits  and  distances  ;  area  of 
a  triangle ;  use  of  logarithms. 
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He  shall  also  give  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Council  of 
having  attended  a  course  of  instruction  in  one  subject  selected  by 
himself  from  the  following  list,  viz. : — 

(rt)  Mathematics  : — Trigonometrj',  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. 

(h)  Elementary  Mechamcs,  Ste.oi,  .iXD  Gexekal  Chemical 
Engixeerixg  : — Properties  of  Constructive  Materials  :— Timber,  Iron, 
Steel,  Masonrj'.  Principles  of  Construction  of  Boilers.  Steam  Engines, 
Gas  Engines,  Water-Whecls,  and  Turbines,  Pumping  Engines  and 
Pumps.  DjTiamo  Machines,  and  Secondarj-  Batteries.  Furnaces. 
(40  to  .50  Lectures,  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  instruction.) 

(c)  Metallurgy  :— Furnace  Materials  and  Construction :  Fuel  (solid,  liquid 
and  gaseous),  Mechanical  Stokers,  Pyrometers,  Calorimetry.  Manufac- 
ture and  Properties  of  Iron  and  Steel,  Manufacture  of  any  two  other 
Metals,  and  their  properties.  Assay  of  the  metals  chosen  to  be  learnt 
practically.    (40  to  50  Lectures,  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  instruction). 

(d)  Geology  and  MnrERALOGY  : — About  40  to  50  Lectures  or  an  equivalent 

amount  of  other  instruction,  with  sufficient  field  or  laboratory  work 
once  a  week  for  a  year,  on  general  Physical  and  Stratigraphical 
Geology,  Mineralogy,  Petrography,  and  Economic  Geology,  with 
special  reference  to  coal-fields,  ore  deposits,  water  supply,  and 
drainage. 

(e)  Elementary  Physiology  :— General  Biology  of  Plants  and  Animals. 

illustrated  by  reference  to  the  Structure  and  Life  History  of  selected 
types.  Histology  of  Simple  Tissues.  Composition  of  Human  Food 
and  its  Digestion.  Circulation  of  the  Blood.  Respiration,  Secretion 
and  Excretion,  Animal  Heat,  the  Functions  of  the  Nervous  System. 
(40  to  50  Lectures  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  instraction,  with 
Practical  work  on  the  qualitative  and  quantitative  Examination  of 
blood,  urine,  bile,  and  milk.) 

*  (/)  Therapeutics,  Pharmacology,  axd  Microscopy.— The  ex'entof  the 
course  should  cover  the  following  work : — The  recognition  of  specimens 
of  any  drug  or  poisonous  chemical  ordinarily  to  be  found  in  commerce 
or  employed  for  technical  purposes  in  the  Arts  or  Manufactures ;  the 
detection  by  microscopical  or  chemical  examination  of  adulterations, 
substitutions,  or  impurities  in  food  and  drugs.  Such  a  course  would 
also  include  a  general  knowledge  of  the  therapeutic  effects  of  ordinary 
dnigs,  and  of  the  quantities  of  such  drugs  and  poisonous  chemicals 
which  taken  internally  would  be  injurious  or  fatal  to  man.

Theoretical  and  Practical  Chemisiry  are  to  be  regarded  as 
principal  subjects,  while  the  others  are  subsidiary,  and  should 
occupy  a  relatively  small  proportion,  as  a  rule  not  more  than 
one-fourth,  of  the  student's  time. 

The  intention  of  the  Council  being  that  Candidates  for  the 
Associateship  shall  have  devoted  at  least  three  years  to  con- 
tinuous systematic  study,  no  course  of  lectures  or  other  form 
of  instruction  in  the  requisite  subjects  shall  be  recognised  as 
part  of  the  curriculum  prescribed  for  Candidates  for  the
